Applicants' amendment filed 1 1/07/06 has been considered; however, the 
amendment has not been entered given that it raises other new issues that would 
require further consideration and/or search. 

Claims 1, 27, 28, 30, and 31 have been amended to remove the sulfate anion 
from the previously presented intercalants. The removal of this species further limits the 
scope of the claims thus necessitates a new search based on the other intercalates.
